Statistics Show $10 
Now Better Than 
$12 Year Ago 


Muscatine’s housewives have spent 
$449,897 less this year for food than 
they did a year ago. Sharp de- 
clines in the cost of living during 
the past 12 months, computed by 
government statisticians, indicate 
that $10 will buy more food in Mus- 
catine today than $12 would buy a 
year ago. 

The financial burden on Musca- 
tine’s market basket, as a conse- 
quence, has been lightened by 
$449, 897, or $1,263 a day. 

This unusual change, the most 
drastic drop in more than 50 years, 
is revealed in figures made public 
by the census bureau and the bureau 


of labor tics, 
The bureau places normal 
spendings- food in Muscatine at 


$2,570,844 & year, or, in.round fig- 
ures, $7,221 a day. 
Drop 17.5 Per Cent 

The bureau of labor statistics has 
measured the decline in the cost of 
food during the past.12 months. 
The drop amounts to 17.5 per cent, 
or more than one-sixth, the bureau 
finds. Thus, by a simple calcula- 
tion, it is found that the food for

$765 for food'a year ago. The same 
food can. now .be bought for $630, 
the findings show. 

An interesting sidelight of the 
survey is that the cost of feeding the 
average person in Muscatine 
amounts to somewhat more than 
42 cents a day in normal times. The} 
figure represents the actual cost of} 
his food when purchased over the| 
counter of retail stores of the city, 
and is the average for every man, 
woman, and child in Muscatine. It 
varies greatly with individual cases, 
of course, being much higher in a 
relatively few instances and some- 
what lower in many others. It does 
not include the cost of preparing, 
cooking and serving the food. 

That first cost of 42 cents a day 
for food in normal times has fallen, 
the government’s findings show, to 
about 35 cents a day at the present 
time, assuming that the amount of 
food consumed and the quality are 
the same now as before. 

Other Items Cheaper 

Other items_ that go to make up 
the cost of living in Muscatine 
likewise have fallen, almost without 
exception, the survey shows, but 
comparative figures are not now 
available, as the government’s sta- 
tisticians have devoted their chief

The federal government in Washington is piling up a deficit 
that will amount to two billion dollars a year, according to a 
récerit #éport 6f the Secretary. of the Treasury. In ordet to 
meet thisidefigit the government has been issuing bonds at a 
stibstantial rate of interest. This condition will last as long 
as the depression unless an intelligent and just remedy is 
found. 

», This ia the most tapid aééumulation of national debts in 
peace time in the history of our country. It reverses a4 don- 
dition.that began a few yéars after the world war and lasted 
until after thée'present depression started. During that per- 
iod. the Thited States was paying off its enormous war debts 
at the’ rate of several billion a year and thus getting rid of 
a menacing load of interest. Now, we are going in‘debt at 
just as fepid-rate and accumulating a new and dangerous bur- 
deix of intérést—a burden that will eventually crush us if we 
do not find a Way to throw it off. 

State: and: local-governments are in just a8 bad a situation 
as. oir national government. Despite all real or faked efforts 
to reduce-local-and state: governmental expenditures; they 
gradually, get higher. On the other hand, national, state and 
loeal governmental income has fallen off to an alarming .ex- 
tent since the depression set'in. Everywhere there are gov- 
erfimental: deficits and still more governmental deficits.: Ev- 
everywhere thiere i is that black and upreees shadow of debts 
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— accumulating interest that drains the life-blood out of busi- 


ness énterprisé and productive labor. 

In twenty to twenty-five yéirs interest on governmental 
debts amounts to as much as the original debts.. In other 
words, despite the fact that we have made payménts equaliiig 


the original debts; théy are still as latge 4s eVer. So, in this . 


way, we keep 6n paying our public debts over and over again, 
squandering billions upon billions of dollars in'the most col- 
ossal system of waste the world has ever known, but the ofi- 
ginal debts remain unpaid.and draw more and more inter- 
ést; sticking the life blood out of the people and bleeding them 
white. 

The interest on governmental debts of all kinds in the Unit- 
ed States has doubled in a decade. It is ‘Ow more than 
twelve billion dollars a year! Interest alone on public debts 
now amounts to more than a fifth of our national income. The 
payment 6f this enormous arid devouring interest does not 
reduce our public debts one cent. They remain and they grow 
larger and they draw more and more iftterest.

Nothing can destroy it but the fall of the gov- 
ernment. All other classes from bankers, to. farmers must 
take their chances of loss, but these owners of public or gov- 
ernmental bonds take no charices whatever, The whole gov- 
ernment is behind them to tax the people and pay these inter- 


est debtsthe whole nation is mortgaged to them with a gilt- 
edged first mortgage. 

Now comes the most amazing fact fegafding thig spée- 
ially favored class—it is exempt from taxes on its govern- 
ment bonds and securities. It alone is the only class wholly 
exempt from taxation. It enjoys its interest payments with- 
out deduction or distoufit. On its accumiilation of interest it 
livés lavishly ahd riotously and still has plenty left to make 
more and more and more investmetits in gévérfiment sétufi- 
ties. It has learned its advantages so well that recently when 
the government offered $800,000,000 in bonds they were over- 
subscribed six times over within twenty-four hdéirs. 

This clas8 of non-working, non-producing, abséntée pafa- 
site Owners of public bonds, is sweeping toward super-wealth 
and ‘supfeme power at a spéed that is alarming. It laid the 
foundation of its present world power and dominance during 
the world war when.all participatitig natiofs presséd to the 
desperate limits for funds with which to conduct the war, 
borrowed 166 billion dollars. The United States borrowed a 
fifth of this amount. This 160 billion dollars was borrowed 
mainly from bankers, insurance interests, industrial magnates 
with accumulations ahd super-rich members of the landlord 
class. These elenients then and there took a mortgage on the 
civilized world including a good first mortgage on the United 
States of America, §* °° > 

Hence it is our typical hig bugingss rulers who are the own- 
ers and beneficiaries of these endrmous tax-exempt gover'ti- 
mental securities which are devouring humanity. The power 
of these elemnts is ‘so vast that they have literally imposed a 
borrowing psychology on all branches of government and pub- 
lie activity. Our office-holders and politicians have gone ut- 
terly mad in their prolonged and increasing orgy of. public 
borrowing. Whenever there is a goverfitental deficit,. or 
need of public improvements, or a publie utility to be estab-

lished, or a-war to be fought, these trained puppets of our 
publie- bondholding rulers, do not think of the reasonable, 
sane and common sense thing to do—they do not redch the

Fatty-focds 
tend to make phicgm and cause fre- 


quent. expectoration. Also’ there is | 


liable to be bilioitisnéss, fermentation 
and too much mucus. The nose, 
skin and hair will be oily and there 
will be skin eruptions with' possibly 
some pus in sdéme .of the pimples. 
Pains. and. inflamation; . frequent 
urination and loss of control of sex~ 
ual organs will also be found in con- 
nection with eating too: much fatty 
foods. 

A lack of fatty food ‘is indicated 
by dty brittle faces arid a lack: of 
bodily. warmth. 

Fats which are retainéd in the 
body. may turn rancid and produce 
an acid fluid which 18 poison ‘té the 
body. ‘ 

It doesn’t requite much fatty food 
to furnish the body with lubrica- 
tion and if one eats meat, there will 
be found plerity in the lean parts 
of the meat without eating clear 
at. 

The use of all the toilet prepara- 
tions in the world Will not cover up 
the greasy waste that the body forc- 
es out. through the skih. During 
the cold winter days the body needs 
more. fat to keep the body warm 
but most of us eaf too much. If 
the starches were properly regulat- 
ed so that.the body and the elim- 
inative organs were not. continually 
clogged up, there would be better 
use made of the fatty food before it 
became rancid.

Roach announced, because all of 
the exepenses of the campaign as 
well as the land for the building 
have been donated by the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame. 

Association In Charge 


Fund raising efforts will be car- 
ried on under the direction of the 
Rockne Memorial association which 
was organized to consider the num- 
erous proposals for a Rockne Mem- 
orial that came from all parts of 
the country following the tragic 
death of the famous coach last 
spring. 

Decision to erect a field house 
on the Notre Dame campus in 
memory of Rockne was made after 
various worthy proposals had been 
carefully considered by the Mem- 
orial association, it is announced. 
Suggestions that the Notre Dame 
stadium, built last year, be renam- 
ed the “Rockne Stadium,” were re- 
jected after due consideration be- 
cause, President Charles L. O’Don- 
nell said, that would have been “the 
cheapest and least honorable thing 
we could do.” 

A realization by the Rockne 
Memorial association officials that 
Rockne’s memory should not be 
narrowed and limited to the parti- 
cular sport of football and a re- 
cognition of Rockne’s vital inter- 
est in all forms of athletic and re- 
creational activity at Notre Dame, 
led to the decision that his name 
should be appropriately memorial- 
ized in the form of a field house. 

Rockne’s Own Plan 

It was part of Rockne’s own plan, 
for the develpoment of athletics at 
Notre Dame, it is said, that there 
should be at the University a build- 
ing that would provide athletic and 
recreational facilities for the 
undergraduate body as a whole and 
not merely those students who were 
trying out for the varsity. 

In line with Rockne’s known de- 
sires, the Rockne Memorial Field 
House is designed to strengthen 
the,educational program by provid- 
ing’ athletic and recreational facili- 
ties for all students rather than a 
selected few. In the field house 
every student will have the opport- 
unity to co-ordinate physical de- 
velopment with mental training 
by getting recreation and exercise 
in various forms of indoor sports. 

Two Story Structure 

The design of the structure calls 
for two stories and a wing which 
will contain a swimming pool. The 
first floor will contain a Memorial 
Foyer and Trophy Hall, the Mono- 
gram Club room, the furnishings of 
which will be provided in part by 
the Notre Dame Monogram Club, 
offices of the athletic association, 
twenty-two handball and squash 
courts, and rooms for wrestling, 
boxing, and other sports. The sec- 
ond floor will contain four stand- 
ard size basketball courts and two 
gymnasiums, 

The campaign to raise a million 
dollar fund for the field house will 
be conducted during November. Of 
the total fund sought, $650,000 is 
required for construction and 
$350,000 for endowment. 

Alfred E. Smith, Owen D. Young 
and Admiral Richard E. Byrd are 
sponsoring plans for conducting

tions on a nation-wide scale. Will 
Rogers, an admirer of Rockne, is a 
member of the executive committee.

How Hester Mayotte came to be 
the only woman among 130 divorce 
mill attorneys, and what her five 
years’ practice have taught her 
about modern husbands and wives 


VERY Monday morning, between 75 


and 100 divorce. cases come up for’ 


hearing and decision in the two 
branches of the Nevada district court 
in Reno—divorce capital of America. 

When the mill runs smoothly, divorces are 
run through the works-in 10 minutes. If. the 
two. judges put in the customary eight hours, 
the mill has a theoretical capacity of 96 di- 
vorces a day. Twenty minutes overtime for 
each judge, and an even 100 divorces could 
be ground out. 

To keep the divorce mill fed and. running 
smoothly, there is in Reno a force of some 130 
lawyers. These 130 attorneys are formed in- 
to somewhat of a closed corporation now, for 
the bar association has ruled. that no new talent 
can be. permitted to prac- 
tice law-in the divorce cap- 
ital courts. until after a six 
months’ residence in the 
state. Formerly, outside 
lawyers, anxious to cut in 
on the divorce racket, were 
being admitted at the. rate 
of four or five a month, 
but that doesn’t go any 
more, 

As. for. the money these 
divorce handlers get, the 
circumstances of the cli- 


minimum attorney's. fee is 
supposed to be $250, 
though a- few cases have 
been handled for less. The 
highest. reported fee is 
$100,000. By the law 
of averages, each of the 
130. attorneys can count 
on $10,000 or $20,000 a 
year from the divorce: busi- 
ness alone. The big ones 
probably rake in five times 


that, even in lean years. 


"A MONG all the 130 
lawyers practicing in ~ 
Reno, there is only one woman—Hester May- 
otte. She has been at the business five years. 
She holds her own with the men lawyers, is 
reported. to get her fair share of work at the 
mill, is a special favorite with men clients, and 


in the-couyse.of her career she has gathered a 


number of unusual ideas on this troublesome 
subject of marriage and what makes it click or

In. her-five years of, practice, Miss- Mayotte 
has decided that women who have had matri- 
monial experience, even if it did bring them to 
the divorce courts, are: much better prepared 
to make a go of another marriage, than single 
women. divorcees, she calls them. 

“The modern: wife, the graduate divorcee 
who has studied and ‘gone to classes in the 
school of experience in marriage, flunking some 
courses and passing others but finally receiving 


a 


her diploma, is far and away better equipped 
to make, marriage a success than the girls who 
never went to school,” declares the lady law- 
yer. 

“The main point in the graduate wife's 
knowledge is that she wants to make a success 
of marriage. She's learned in the process that 
you needn't starve, sit alone by the fireside or 
wilt on the vine if you don’t marry. Usually 
she does marry, chatting to herself in the inter- 
im, things like, ‘Better to Marry Than to Be 
Afraid to Marry'—and when she’s the full- 
fledged graduate she chants, “You do not per- 
ceive the emptiness of Single life until after you 
have been married—at least once."
